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DETAILED ACTION 

This is a response to the restriction election filed 5/30/2003. Applicant had elected 
claims 41-42 and added new claims 46-5 1. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
1 . Claims 42 and 47-5 1 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 42, the recitation of "the emitter resistor", "the collector resistor" lacks proper 
antecedent basis. 

Claims 47-51 are indefinite because they depend on the non-elected claim 45. 

In claim 47, the recitation "a single NPN transistor that is used for both said bypasses 
transistor switch and said control switch is connected" is indefinite because it is inconsistent with 
the limitation set forth in claim 46. Claim 46 specifically recites two transistors, i.e., a bypass 
transistor and a control transistor. And claim 47 calls for a single NPN transistor make up both 
the bypass and control transistor is inconsistent. Clarification and correction are required. 

In claim 48, the recitation of "NPN transistor" in lines 9 and 15 is indefinite because it is 
unclear as to if this is the first or the second NPN transistor. Clarification is required. 

In claim 50, the recitation of "a collector resister....to a desired level" in lines 4-17 is 
indefinite because it is inconsistent with the limitations set forth in claim 46. Claim 46 recites a 
quick start up circuit read on element (3 of figures 28 and 29). Claim 50 depends on claim 46. 
Claim 50 recites a detailed structure of the quick start up circuit element 3-1 of figures 28 and 29 
instead of the element 3 of figure 28 and 29. Correction is required. 
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In claim 51, the recitation of "the first quick start-up", "the second quick start up" lacks 
proper antecedent basis. Correction is required. 



2. Claims 41 and 46 are presently allowed. 

3. Claims 42 and 47-5 1 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S. C. 1 12, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 



4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure.
